The Christmas break is almost upon us, 

oroviding its customary opportunity to pause 
rom the hurly-burly of daily life, reflect on 
vhat happened this year, and look ahead to 
ext year. 


hose of us involved with football, in whatever 
pacity, reflect for a moment on the game's 
‘ional picture - what do we see? 


2 year 2002 has been, even by the unusually 
subled standards of our game in this country, 
tortured one. It dawned with the Socceroos 

aving again failed to qualify for the World Cup 

nd deliver riches beyond our imagining, and 
with Soccer Australia talking about its “Plan B” 
to develop the game and rescue itself from debt. 
Plan B turned out to be little more than a scheme 
to levy the players of the game for funds, and a 
business plan which seemed to die a silent death 
with its voting “stakeholders”. 


Sponsorship of the NSL virtually dried up and 
its teams played for little more than the honour 
of doing so. Most clubs lost around $1 million 
last season. By June, Soccer Australia was so 
short of cash that it chose to enter a spare-parts 
team in the Oceania Nations Cup, being too 
embarrassed to call upon our overseas stars. 
Despite their best endeavours the under-strength 
Socceroos lost the final to New Zealand, thereby 
compounding Soccer Australia's financial plight 
by missing out on the chance to play and earn 
mega-dollars in the next Confederations Cup. 


Soccer Australia’s strained partnership with 
Channel 7 lurched into complete shutdown 
mode and the NSL was starved of television 
coverage. This made it virtually impossible 
to attract new sponsors and promote the 
product. As a result, NSL crowds this season 
have dropped across the board. By the end of 
the year Soccer Australia Chairman Ian Knop, 
along with fellow board member Graeme 
Bowker, President Nick Greiner and Chief 
Executive Allan Vessey, resigned their posts 
en masse claiming their board was trying to 
frustrate overdue administrative reforms. 


That sorry sequence of events brings us to the 
present. We could conclude that the future looks 
bleak for next year and beyond. But does it? 


Maybe not. For the optimistically inclined, there 
are some signs that all is not lost. The World 
Cup, even without the Socceroos' involvement, 
was a massive television ratings success in 
Australia. It blew out of the water every self- 
serving critic who had been saying for decades 
that Australians do not appreciate or like our 
game. The public's appetite to one day watch 
the Socceroos play against the best was whetted 
like never before. 


That appetite may yet be satisfied sooner than 
expected. By the time you read this, we should 
know if Oceania has been allocated a World Cup 
spot for 2006 or if, in the face of opposition 
from more powerful football regions, some form 
of palatable compromise has been mapped out 
for our future World Cup campaigns. And a 
high-profile international against England is 
scheduled for February. 


The NSL has inched closer to becoming a 
competition run independently from Soccer 
Australia and might finally be able to chart its 
own course, perhaps with a new TV deal and 
sponsors. 


Then, lastly, there is the possibility of genuine 
improvement in the running of our game. 
Before jumping from office before they were 
pushed, Knop and Co. permitted the federal 
government to appoint an independent enquiry 
into the game's management. The enquiry team 
is due to report early next year and will probably 
recommend sweeping changes. If these are 
implemented (a big “if”, given that the vested 
interests will not give up their powers without 
a fight) the sport might yet be propelled into .a 
new and better era. 


Perhaps, despite the despairs of 2002, we will 
discover that the light at the end of the tunnel 
is, at last, exactly that..2003 might just be the 
year that football's true believers finally get an 
even break in Australia. Let,s hope so.

ninety minutes of intensive game time 
in such conditions?. The match officials 
granted the players a number of drink 
breaks but is that sufficient to eradicate 
the possibility of heat stroke or in such 
possible extreme case, melt down. 


Where are the administrators, do 
they know, care, or understand the 
consequences of sending athletes out 
to play at that time of day in such 
conditions, or are they waiting for a 
fatality to occur. Are they allowing the 
players the best opportunity to perform 
to their optimum capabilities?. 


Is it not about time that common sense 
prevailed and that those who dictate 
that we play in such conditions were to 
made to accept the consequences. 


Fortunately our players suffered no 
more that fatigue, but is that the 
point?
